On  the  morning  ot  January  27, 
Henry  Buszard,  1  lA,  Ned  Maloney, 
1  lA,  Adam  Azimov,  1 IC,  and  Sam 
Carsley,  1  lA,  accompanied  by  Mrs. 
Pinchuk,  departed  for  die  Canadian 
Centre  for  Architecmre.  The  anticipation 
was  palpable,  as  none  oi  us  had  the 
slightest  clue  what  awaited  us. 

The  CCA  focuses  mainly  on 
showcasing  one  thing:  architecmre.  This, 
at  least,  was  the  impression  that  we  had 
as  we  entered  the  CCA  that  morning. 
"We're  an  art  class,"  we  thought, 
"shouldn't  we  be  checking  out  some 
paintings  or  sculpmres  or  some  artsy 
stuff  like  that? "  However,  the  link 
between  art  and  architecmre  was  not  as 
tenuous  as  we  thought. 

From  the  outside,  the  CCA  does  not 
look  like  a  building  devoted  to 
architecmre.  It  is  a  squat,  rectangular, 
blue-grey  edifice,  hardly  the 
Guggenheim.  Once  inside,  though,  we 
were  quickly  swayed. 

Our  guide  greeted  us  with  the 
words, "We're  going  to  be  seeing  an  Irene 
Whittome  installation." 

"Oh,  of  course, "  we  said,  "an 
installation,"  exchanging  puzzled  glances 
and  mouthing  queries  regarding  the 
relevance  of  whatever  these  installation 
things  were  to  our  art  course.  Before  we 
saw  the  installation,  however,  we  first 
examined  a  room  firil  of  photographs  by 
Yasuhiro  Ishimoto  of  the  1 7th  cenmry 
Katsura  palace  in  Japan. 

These  picmres  were  on  display  for 
visitors  before  entering  Whittome's  first 
installation.  We  were  asked  to  locate 
certain  objects  among  the  picmres  such 
as  tatami  mats  and  sliding  doors  and  to 
comment  on  the  mood  of  the  areas 
photographed. 

Finally,  we  reached  the  main 
attraction.  Irene  Whittome  had  intended 
for  the  viewers  to  enter  the  exhibit 
without  any  shoes  on,  in  keeping  with 
the  Japanese  theme. 

The  first  room,  along  with  her  other 
works,  taught  us  what  installations  are. 


We  learned  that  every  aspect  of  a  room 
must  be  used  in  creating  a  proper 
installation,  which  is  a  room  or 
collections  of  objects  within  a  room 
designed  to  convey  a  feeling,  idea,  or  a 
message.  The  installation  itself  was  quite 
astounding.  It  was  in  an  octagonal  room, 
five  sides  covered  with  orange  and  brown 
panels  of  braille,  another  side  with  a  hole 
designed  to  look  like  some  sort  of  net.

and  another  with  a  thick  panel  of  glass 
with  two  pine  cones  stuck  in  it, 
symbolizing  mortality.  In  the  center  was 
a  hearth  designed  for  the  heating  of  tea. 
We  sat  aroimd  this  hearth  on  tatami 
mats  and  discussed  our  various 
interpretauons  of  the  room. 

The  next  installation  was  in  a  square 
room  with  a  large  plaster  model  rising  to 
the  ceiling.  We  did  not  spend  much  time 

in  this  room,  but  we  concluded  that  it 

did  have  certain  religious 

connotanons. 

The  final  installation  that  we  saw 

was  in  the  restored  Shaughnessy  house. 
t  was  of  an  inverted  tree  trunk  placed 

(in  a  bronze  mrde's  shell.  We  discussed 

the  significance  of  this  at  length, 

nodng  its  possible  messages. 

Now  it  was  time  for  our  workshop 

to  begin.  Our  guide  placed  seven 

baskets,  each  containing  diilciviu 


objects  on  the  floor.  We  were  to  choose 
one  ajid  find  a  noun,  adjective  and 
colour  that  best  described  it.  Our  group 
was  then  led  to  numerous  tables  where 
we  were  given  art  materials  and  a  small 
cardboard  box  with  the  instruction  to 
build  our  own  mini-installadon  in  the 
box  using  our  chosen  object.  Most  of  us 
cut  peepholes  on  one  side  of  our  boxes, 
creaung  an  air  of  mystery. 

Over  lunch  at  le  Faubourg  we  all 
decided  that  the  trip  had  been  a  fantasric 
success.  We  enjoyed  the  CCAs  mastery 
at  joining  art  and  architecmre  in  an 
interesung  and  exciting  way.

Home  the  Trophy

performance  at  the  national  competition.

Since  Selwyn  House's  establishment  in 
1908,  the  School  has  continiially  looked 
for  ways  to  enrich  the  lives  of  its  students. 
In  an  effort  to  help  its  students  find  joy  in 
learning,  the  School  participates  in  a  wide 
variety  of  extra-curricular  activities.  The 
Canada  FIRST  National  Robotics 
Competition  is  just  one  of  the  many 
activities  in  which  students  participate  to 
further  their  own  knowledge,  and  apply 
their  in-class  lessons  in  an  extra-curricular 
environment.  The  Canada  FIRST 
National  Robotics  Competition  is  all- 
encompassing.  Participating  demands  the 
involvement  of  students.  A  wide  variety  of 
academic  strengths  and  a  high  level  of 
personal  integrity  is  needed.  Smdents 
whose  strengths  may  not  lie  within  the 
sciences  or  maths  are  able  to  contribute  to 
a  scientifically  oriented  and  driven 
programme.  The  areas  of  documentauon, 
developing  a  web  page,  producing  a  video, 
and  building  a  fiilly-fiincuonal  robot 
capable  of  performing  in  a  competiuve 
environment  bring  out  the  best  in  Selwyn 
House  smdents.  They  in  their  own 
personal  way,  to  a  team-effort  that  affords 
a  valuable  learning  exfjerience  as  well  as 


many  wonderfiil  memories.  In  a 
competiuon  such  as  this,  students  gain 
real-life  experience  and  choose  to  take  on 
a  variety  of  roles  including  leadership. 
They  are  given  the  opportunity  to  exploit 
their  strengths,  learn  fi^om  their  own 
mistakes  and  those  of  their  teammates, 
and  improve  upon  their  weaknesses. 

With  the  Robotics  programme  at 
SHS,  in  its  third  year,  this  year's  group  was 
the  largest  yet:  tony-one  smdents,  four 
teachers,  and  three  professional  mentors. 
Early  in  January,  the  team  met  at  the  Bell 
Amphitheatre  to  get  the  details  on  the 
1999  competition  via  a  Canada  FIRST 
video  conference  that  included  all 
eighteen  participating  teams  fi"om  across 
the  country.  The  objective  of  this  year's 
competition,  dubbed  "RoboCurl  '99," 
required  that  smdents  biiild  a  robot  that 
had  the  ability  to  play  a  modified  version 
of  curling.  The  challenge  lay  in  designing 
and  building  remote-controlled  robots 
capable  of  delivering  up  to  four  ctirling 
stones  per  "end "  to  a  revamped  "house"  in 
a  new  game  of  robot  curling.  All  divisions 
of  the  team  then  worked  rigorously  for 
the  next  several  weeks.  The  competition 
was  held  Saturday,  Febmary  27,  at 
Centennial  College  in  Toronto,  Ontario, 
where  1 8  teams,  representing  British 
Columbia,  Alberta,  Ontario,  Quebec  and 
Newfoundland,  were  scheduled  to 
compete.  Each  area  of  competition,  fi-om 
design  to  documentation,  had  its 
obstacles,  and  it  was  the  group's  combined 
efforts  that  gave  Selwyn  House  an 
impressive  showing  at  this  year's 
prestigious  event. 

After  an  intense  weekend  of 
competition,  Selwyn  House  defeated  the 
talented  team  representing  Unionville 
High  School,  Unionville,  Ontario,  to  take 
home  first  place.  Selwyn  House  also  had 


die  incredible  honor  of  receiving  the 
SPAR  Aerospace  /  Canada  FIRST 
Canadarm  Award,  Most  Creative  Strategy 
Award,  and  the  Most  Innovative  Robot 
Design  Award.  Both  our  successes  and 
our  participation  drew  significant  coverage 
in  the  local  Montreal  media,  and  those 
involved  were  proud  to  be  part  oi  this 
successfial,  well  organized,  and  valuable 
learning  experience.  On  behalf  of  the 
entire  team,  special  thanks  and  much 
appreciation  go  to  the  teachers  and 
mentors,  without  whom  this  programme 
would  not  have  been  possible:  Mr.
